A REPORT ON CERTAIN EXPERIMENTS 

Undertaken to Ascertain the 
Germicidal and Disinfecting Power of 

Radam's Microbe Killer

We must include among disinfectants all those substances which destroy the life of 
microbes. The application of such substances to putrid mixtures results in the cessation 
of putrefaction, and the reason why such application remains efficacious is, either that 
the presence of the substances prevents the development of further spores into the 
mature state, or else that they kill off" each microbe as it is developed. The precise 
modes of action of disinfectants must necessarily be various in character. Some owe 
their power to oxidation, others to a reducing action, while others again may render the 
medium in which the microbes exist, unfit for their further sustenanee, by entering into 
combination with the albuminous principles upon which they may have hitherto depended 
for food, thus converting them into substances which they cannot decompose. In this 
way they may be starved out of existence. Collectively, all substances, which lead by 
their employment either to the effectual interference of raicrobian processes or to the 
death of the microbes which hreed diseases, are disinfectants in the truest sense. 

The object recorded in this report: was to ascertain the action of " Radam's 
Microbe Killer" on certain pathogenic and non-pathogenic microbes, and on the poison- 
ous ptomaines produced during the course of infectious diseases. 
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FIRST SERIES OF EXPERIMENTS 

Silk threads were impregnated with the microbes of scarlet fever, tuberculosis, 
typhoid fever, Asiatic cholera, diphtheria, glanders and influenza, which were then 
immersed in "Radam's Microbe Killer," In each case the microbes were completely 
destroyed by its action. The destruction of the microbes in each case was proved 

by no growths makiDg their appearance in various nourishing media; as well as by other 
well-known bacteriological methods. 

SECOND SERIES OF EXPERIMENTS 

"Radam's Microbe Killer " was added to a number of tubes containing pure cavi- 
tations of the seven microbes already mentioned in this report, with the result that 
the microbes of scarlet fever, tuberculosis, typhoid fever, Asiatic cholera, diph- 
theria, glanders and influenza were destroyed by its action. 

THIRD SERIES OF EXPERIMENTS 

The object of these experiments was to ascertain the germicidal power of 
"Radam's Microbe Killer" when sprayed into ordinary dwelling rooms. The number 
of microbes present in three gallons, or fifteen litres, of air was ascertained by Professor 
Hesse's method (see Dr. A. B. Griffith's " Manual of Bacteriology, p. 265, Heinemann).

NECESSARY EXPLANATIONS. 

La Science Francaise, Feb. 14, 1896, 
I just received the following letter, requesting a summary answer. This is a duty 
whose accomplishment gives me very little embarrassment. 
Mr. Emile Gautier, Chief Editor of the Science Francaise : — 

La Roche-sur-Yon, Feb. 10, 1896.

TELLING THE GREAT STORY. 



How William Radam, the Illustrious Horticultural Scientist 
Discovered amid the Trees and Flowers of Texas a Final

There is a sickness of the rose called the black rust, the symptoms of 
which are black spots on the leaves, and these spots grow larger and larger 
until the whole leaf turns black. This is the second stage. The third 
stage soon follows, in which the leaves turn yellow, and finally drop off. 

Mr. Radam early decided that the fungi on plants were nothing more 
than microbes, and the reason for different plants being differently affected 
was that they were affected by different kinds of microbes.

If he succeeded in arresting the prog- 
ress of disease in his plants he had to apply something so strong that the 
plants died from the effects of the remedy. 

As the years rolled on he continued his investigation, One day there 
came to him a happy thought. He had already discovered that all the 
diseases of plants were caused by microbes or bacteria. Their action pro- 
duced fermentation. Without fermentation there could be no disease. As 
a coral reef is the tomb of myriads of tiny insects, so he found that in fer- 
mentation, which they caused, the microbes lived, propagated and died. 
Fermentation was their result. If he could arrest that fermentation, it 
would signify that the microbes had all been killed.

It comes in three degrees of strength i, z & 3, 
and is administered under these simple general directions : 

1st. Strength No. I, representing the mildest degree of strength, is the form 
adapted to all common maladies, disorders and ailments, such as catarrh, asthma, lung 
and kidney disease, heart, liver, bladder and stomach affections, rheumatism, neuralgia, 
eczema and other non-malignant diseases, whether in the acute or chronic stage, the

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DIRECTIONS IN SPECIFIC CASES. 



Asthma — This stubborn and distressing disease can be relieved, and in a great 
many cases cured, by using the M. K. freely in small doses, and gargling the throat 
often. The use of the Atomizer for spraying the throat is also recommended; Begin 
with No, 1, and as improvement becomes apparent go on to No. 2. 

Accidents. — In cases of cuts, burns, bruises, or any sudden and painful injury 
the action of the "Microbe Killer" as an antiseptic and healing lotion is simply won- 
derful. Saturate the wound thoroughly with No. 2 or 3, cover with lint or absorbent 
cotton, and keep moist with the M. K. All pains will speedily disappear, and the 
wounds and burns will heal rapidly and without scar. Drink internally to keep the 
blood in good condition. 

Atomizer. — By means of which the M.K. can be thrown in the form of a spray 
into the throat or nostrils or breathed into the lungs and bronchial tubes. Is found to 
be very beneficial in all lungs affections, also in diphtheria and sore throat. The tubes 
of the Atomizer should be Aard rubber, and not metal. 

Blood -poisoning. —Whether arising from inoculation, or from hereditary 
taint, should receive prompt and urgent attention. Remarkable cures have been ef- 
fected by the "Microbe Killer." Take No, 2, a wine-glassful four times daily, and if 
sores exist, bathe frequently with the same.

If throat be sore, a compress at night will be 
beneficial. 

Consumption.— "Microbe Killer" has been proved to be the most successful 
remedy for consumption that has yet been discovered. There may be cases where it will 
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not avail. There are cases where physical emaciation and the decline of all the vital 
forces have proceeded so far that the patient cannot survive the period absolutely neces- 
sary for treatment. If taken in time, however, a cure may be expected, Commence 
with small doses of No, I, and increase as the system becomes used to it. Increased 
expectoration may be looked for, and possibly slight diarrhoea. If troubled at night 
with a cough, small doses should be taken at frequent intervals. If there be any pain in 
the chest, a compress of hot Microbe Killer will give relief. In case of hemorrhage ap- 
ply M. K. cold, (See article on Compress.) 

Coughs. — Administer small doses frequently, gargling and treating as for 
Bronchitis- 
Constipation. — This frequently accompanies disease. To assist the action of 
the Microbe Killer, the bowels should be regulated by the use of mild laxatives, and as 
the Microbe Killer purifies the system so will the bowels resume their normal 
functions.
